A Pocahontas surveyor recently 
fonnd a spruce four inches in dia¬ 
meter and thirty feet high which 
bore a surveyor’s mark which had 
been put there in 1794. 

The amount of black spruce that 
grows on an sere of rocky ground 
that would produce nothing else is 
almost incredible. Fortunately 
we have some figures on this point. 

A few years agon landowner on the 
headwaters of Williams River sold 
to a timber dealer an Hereof spruce 
timber which was accurately meas¬ 
ured. Off of that acre there was 
sawed 65,000 feet of lumber, and 
much whs wasted that could have 
been utilized by ajiulpmill. When 
it is remembered that timber fre¬
